A pound and an ounce of fine 
powdered verdegreale,

clear for uſe. It is good for

9. A Bliſtering Ointment for a 
Splint or Spavin. 


Sublimate and ſpaniſh flies 
in fine powder each half a 
drachm, tincture of euphorbi- 
um forty drops, oil of origa- 
num an ounce and halt, nerve 
oil an ounce. 


10. Ditto for ditto, 


Sublimate mercury ſoft ſoap 
and 
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and oil of origanum equal 
quantities. 


11. An Ointment for the 
Mallendess. 


Sublimate mercury two drs, 
hog's lard two ounces. 


12. An Ointment for Nails, 
Stubs, Thorns, Se. 


Tar, and oil of turpentine 
each one ounce, melted with 


an ounce of deer or mutton 
ſuet 


13. For à Sore Back. 


Oil of petre or britiſh oil» 
oil of roſes, and ſpirits of 
wine equal quantities. 
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14. An Embrocation for a freſh 
Strain or Bruiſe. 


Vinegar or verjuice eight 
ounces, an ounce of caſtile 
ſoap diſſolv'd in it, and half 
an ounce. of ſal ammoniac. 


1k. Balſom of Life, for any 
Strain, after the Inflamation 

is gone, | 
Spirits of turpentine two 
ounces, ſix drachms of cam- 
phire diſſolved in it, ſpirit of 
ſal ammoniac an ounce and 
half, and half an ounce of 
Spaniſh ſoap ſliced in it.

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16. For an immediate Strain 
in the Sinews. 


Salt and milk boiled to a 
ſtroag curd, bathe with the 
warm liquorand bind the curd 
on by way of poultice - Or, an 
allum poſſet uſed the fame 
way.—Or ſpirit of ſal ammo- 
niac, oil of brick, and oil of 
amber, equal quantities. 


17. For a freſh Strain. 


Brandy half a pint, caſtile

Dafty's Elixir, a ſmall bot- 
tle at a time.-Or two drachms 
of camphire, and two ounces 
of nitre every ſix hours.

Anyſeed four ounces, bay 
berries and grains of Paradiſe 
two ounces, nutmeg, cloves 
and ginger each one ounce :

An opening Drink. 


Boil an ounce of pepper or 
ginger in a quart of milk, add 
a handful of ſalt, and half a 
pint of oil. —To be given 
warm.—Or a ſmall bottle of 
Daffy's Elixir, — Or a pint of 
gin, brandy or rum, with an 
equal quantity of oil and two 
or three ounces of ſalt.

Bleed if very coſtive rake 
or give a glyſter. 
34. An opening Ball for the 
Jaundice. 
Caſtile ſoap one ounce, com- 
mon rhubarb and tartar of

waſh'd down with the follow- 
ing drink, 35 
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35. A Drink for the Jaundice. 


Turmerick and alicant 
foap each one ounce, ſalt of 
tartar half an ounce in a pint 
of gruel or ale, given night 
and morning 1t will generally 
cure. Or balls of caſtile ſoap 
and turmerick equal quanti- 
ties, may be given to the 
quantity of three or four 
ounces a day. 


36. For the Farcy. 


AXthiop's mineral two oun- 
ces. Faſt twelve hours before 
and ſeven after. Little water 
that day, and that warm, if no 
cure repeat it in ſeven days. 
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37. An Ointment for the Buds. 


Ointment of elder four ounces 
oil of turpentine two ounces, 
ſugar of lead half an ounce, 
white vitriol powder'd two dr. 
mixed together in a gallipot. 


38. Another Ointment for the 
Buds. 


Oil of turpentine four oun- 
ces, oil of vitriol two. ounces 
mixed together very gently in 
a pint bottle. If not mixed very 
gently it will burſt the bottle. 
Put the turpentine in firſt. 


39. For a wounded Eye. 


Honey of roſes and muci- 
lage of quinces each one 
ounce,

ounce, tincture of myrrh two 
drachms; made warm and ap- 
plied with a feather. 


40. An Eye Water, for an Eye 
that Weeps. 


Three ounces of ſpring wa- 
ter, ſugar of lead half a 
drachm, a ſpoonful of red 


wine, and an ounce of honey. 
41 An Ointment for a ſore Eye. 
A drachm of tutty and an 
ounce of goole oil. 
42. An Alterative Purge. 


Fine aloes ſix drachms, ſalt 
of tartar ſix drachms, or half 
an ounce each, powder'd jal- 
lap two drachms. Theſe balls 

may 
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may be given every ſixth or 
eight day for, a month toge- 
ther, with ſcalded bran and 


warm water. 


43. A common Purge. 


Socotorine aloes one ounce, 
myrrh and ginger powdered 
each half an ounce, oil of ani- 
feed half a drachm, made up 
with ſirup of buckthorn. 


44. An Alterative Purge. 


Socotorine aloes half an 
ounce, cream of tartar half an 
ounce, jallap and ſalt of tartar 
each one drachm, made into a 


ball with oil of amber.

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45. A good common Purge. 


Grated ginger one drachm, 
ſalt of tartar and jallap each 
two drachms, ſocotorine aloes 
ten drachms, thirty drops of 
oil of cloves, made 1nto a ball 


with ſirup of buckthorn. 


46. To diſſolve or diſperſe a 
hard Subſtance. 

Three or four ſpoonfuls of 
gooſe oil, boiled in a pint or 
ore of vinegar to an oint- 
ent. 


7. A mercurial Ointment for 
the ſame. 


Fryed hog's lard two pounds, 
rude mercury one pound, 
venice 
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venice turpentine half an 

ounce, rub the quickſilver 

with the turpentine till they 

mix ſo as not to ſee the quick. 

ſilver, then by degrees add 

the lard made warm. 

48. A Bliftering Ointment fur 
Lameneſs, Strains, Stiff joint:

Ointment of marſh mallow; 
two ounces, an ounce of quick- 
filver well broke, with an 
ounce of venice turpentine, 

ſpaniſh flies one drachm, ol

The hair to be ſhaved of 

firſt, the horſe tied up all day,

49. A very mild Bliſter for the |

Nerve ointment two ounces, 
oil of bays four ounces, yel- 
low wax half an ounce, oil of 
turpentine one ounce, hogs 
lard two ounces, white mercu- 
ry half an ounce, melr it all 
together and when almoſt cold 
add the mercury made firſt 
into a fine powder, 
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50. A flirong Bliſter for the 
Jams purpoſe. 

Oll of turpentine four oun- 
ces, oil of origanum one ounce 
oil of ſwallows one ounce, oil 
of amber ſix drachms, oil of 
bays one ounce, train oil four 
ounces, nerve oll four ounces, 
venice turpentine one ounce, 
marſh-mallows one ounce bees 
wax andfreſh butter two oun- 
ces, ſublimate mercury one 
ounce and a half.

qualities of the roſin, make

To be given every o- 
ther day for a week. This was 
publiſh'd in one of the Ma- 
gazines as a certain cure. 


54. Fer a Dog, bit by a 
Mad- Dog. 

Turpith mineral ſeven grains 
mix'd in butter, at the diſtance 
of twenty four hours, give 
twelve grains, repeat it every

other day for ſome time, and 


repeat it two or three ſuc- 
c-eding fulls and changes of 


the moon. This receipt has 


been found by much experi- 
ence a very lure and good one. 


55. For the Mange in a Dog. 


Three ounces of pewter 
ſcraped, and two ounces of 
quick ſilver melted together in 
afireſhovel, when cold pound 
it to a fine powder. Give the 
dog as much as will he on a 
ſhilling in butter and oatmeal. 
Give it th.ce times and every 
other day. 
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56. To Cure the Mange, Lice, 
or Ticks. 
A gallon of old urine, a 
pound of ſtave acre, boil them 
together, when taken off the 
fire put in a pound of common 
brimſtone and half a pound of 
gunpowder. A molt certain 
cure for the mange. Or ſoft 
ſop, gunpowder and brim- 
ſtone each two ounces, train oil 
four ounces, ſalt one ounce boil 
it gently with ſome old ſtale. 


57. An Ointment for the Itch, 

Oil olive ſix ounces, white 
wax two ounces, melt them 
together, then add half an 
ounce of white precipitate in 
fine powder. 
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
